The first draft of the bipartisan 
legislation, sponsored by DiFrancesco 
and Haytaian, and Jersey City Demo- 
cratic legislators Edward O’Connor 
and Joseph Doria, passed both houses 
Of the Legislature with unanimous, 
bipartisan support. The bill was how- 
ever, conditionally vetoed by Gover- 
flor James Florio citing his desire that 
aclause be incorporated into the leg- 
islation providing tenants with pro- 
tection from eviction. 

“W chadalready incorporated the 
desired tenant protection into our Jer- 
sey City lien sale contract in order to 
ensure that no tenant would ever face 
eviction in connection with lien fore- 
closures,’’ Schundler noted.

While watching the implosion of one of Newark's landmark buildings 
making way for the new performing arts center, one could reflect on the 
cycle of change and growth that must occur for progress to be made. 
Everything has its time, then it must surrender to some form of change. 

Newark is a city in transition like many urban communities in New 
Jersey. Many of our communities have structures that should be cared for 
and maintained serving an important function for the citizens. There are 
others like the old Military Park Hotel that had to be destroyed in order 
for Newark to go forward with its world class center—a cemer whose 
function is key to the quality of life in Newark, and restoration of 
Newark's position as New Jersey's number one cultural city.

Her teammatescall her“Awesome 
Dawesome,” and if you’ve ever seen 
Dominique Dawesinaction, either live 
or on television, then you definitely 
have to agree with the nickname. 

Oh, yes, the spotlight in Birming- 
ham, England, recently was on Shan- 
non Miller, the 16-year-old blonde from 
Edmond, Okla., who won three gold 
medals at the World Gymnastics 
Championships. But Miller knows her 
biggest competition came not from the 
Russians nor the Romanians, but from 
a little black girl from Silver Spring, 
Md. 


And when the tumbling, jumping, 
twisting, turning, spinning and twirl- 
ing were completed, “Awesome 
Dawesome” had harvested two silver 
medals. 


Miller and Dawes won the gold 
and silver medals on the uneven paral- 
lel bars, the first time the U.S. has ever 
finished one-two in a gymnastic event 
on the world stage, either at the World 
Championships or the Olympics. 

“Twas very excited when I won the 
silver medal since I made a small mis- 
take on the routine,” Dawes said. “My 
experience in the Worldshasbeen very 
exciting and has helped my ranking.” 

This wasn’t the first time Dawes 
has sparkled in international com- 
petition. At the Barcelona Olympics 
last year, she garnered a bronze medal 
inthe team competition. Also lastyear, 
“Awesome” reached the semifinals at 
the World Gymnastics Championships 
in Paris. 


She is the reigning national cham- 
pion in the uneven bars and scored her 
first perfect mark of 10.0 in interna- 
tional competition on floor exercise at 
the U.S. vs. Japan dual meet.
